The ſoftneſs, andDelicacy of their 
Bodies diſables them from Bearing Arms; and the 
tenderneſs of rheir AﬀteCtions, Indiſpoſts them for 
Blood and Ruin; their Limbs made - only for  Am- 
orous: Embraces, will ſoon Sink under the rude 
Encounters of War. 'Their Eyes-may not wound 
to Death in the Field ; and their ſtrongeſt Charms

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may Fail of Captivating a Barbarous Enemy. Sucl 
confiderations as theſe have Juſtly Secur*d them from 
the Toil and Farigue of this Employment. And 
there is na Necd of going Far for Argument, would 
that EfieQualy releaſe them from every other Un- 
ealie and Afflicting work. 

The natural Inſufficiency of Woman for theſe 
things, aires. Plainly to what ſhe is truly capable 
of, For theſe Qualities, as Uſeleſs, and In{igniticant 
as they appear 'to Some Purpoſes ; Become yet 
Wonderfully Serviceable in' a Different ReſpeR, . 
and DireQed to a Proper End. Thus what can Cons 
tribute more to the Improvement of Human Life, ej- 
ther by adding to the Pleaſures of Enjoyment, or 
by taking off from the Burden of Evil Accidents, 
than a Pittiful and-tender Companion ? One who 
Condoles our Calamities, Rejoyces at our Welfare, 
and Sympathiſes with every Paſſion : One who 
Charms with no more than a Tranſient Glance, 
and - Creates no leſs than Tranſports in common 
Converſation. Who; then are the Effects of her 
more familiar, and affectionate Behaviour, ofa Thou- 
ſand Little Endearments; Fondnefſes, and Ca- 
reſſes! Theſe are the Labours of Woman's Life ; 
theſe the lnſtruments of Man's Happineſs ; thus 
employ*d ſhe anſwers one end of her own Creation,

The Main of Woman's hfe depends much nyon 
the manner- of her-*Education : In order therefore 
to Declaim againſt the former with any Colour of 
Reaſon, or carry on the Deſign with any hopes of 
Suceefs, the: latter is firſt of all to be Condemn'd. 

The common method of Educating young Wo. 
men'is frequently Tmpeach'd under the -Specious 
Accuftion of Vanity. And *tis here Juſt as nother 
Cafes ; we ſoon Agree in the Cenſorious part, to 
call. ſomething Vain, but*rhen as to the Rational, 
we are all Strangely Divided m our Opinions, where« 
in the Vanity of it does Conſiſt ; a good Argument 
this with me, that the © general - Concluſion is Raſh 
and Unreaſonable. For when once an Opinion can 
be founded npon Reaſon,- it has uſually one and 
the: ſame Foundation artiong all the ſeveral Ab- 
etters'of it, | 

To-determine any aCtion truly uſefal, or Vain, 
Regard muſt be always: had to its Ultimate end, 
and deſign ;-for without this the Inſtruments of
